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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant submits, on page 13, that the cited 
combination fails to teach calculating a resource percentage representing a percentage of total resources allocated to the LPAR, wherein 
the resource percentage is equal to: 100% - a percentage of resources allocated to all other LPARS running in the simulated computer. 
Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) because they amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable 
invention without specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the references. 

Applicant submits, on page 14, that "the referenced section and both Kyne and Rooney on a whole have no suggestion and/or teaching 
whatsoever of any type of simulated computer operation; modeling of behavior of an LPAR; and/or system(s) for modeling behavior. 
Based on the best possible reasonable interpretation of the claim language and specification (see page 6 of the specification), it appears 
that the simulation system claimed is a mainframe computer that contains an LPAR. The Applicant is directed to the Rooney reference, 
which discloses a zSeries (a mainframe computer) that can contain multiple LPARs (Rooney: Introduction). The Examiner notes that an 
LPAR does not physically exist, but exists only within the logical structure of the software, and running an LPAR is a simulation within 



itself. 
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
